THE PAST AND THE FUTURE. 

The Leger of 1866 is a by-gone event; and the result of the great 
contest between Lord Lyon and Savernake was just.as we predicted 
many weeks ago. They were first and second, as we ventured to 
place them ; and Lord Lyon has achieved a similar treble victory to 
what Gladiateur {and West Australian did. Mr. Sutton’s horse, 
however, was hotly pressed by the Bribery Colt, for the verdict of 
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Scale lof ch f pet irre: TREN aN Oe Judge Clark was “a head only,” a reflex of the Derby issue. There 
vale of charges for adver re i is no doubt now, that the brother to St, Albans is a superior animal 


to what was generally supposed, and his second defeat by so clever a 
horse as Lord Lyon is no disgrace to him; and Challoner was so 
fond of bis mount thatjhe assured us he should be safe to follow up 
his Leger triumphs on Caller Ou and the Marquis, whilst on the other 
hand Custance was just as sanguine of scoring his firat Leger win. 
The mettle of both jockies was up, therefore the respective stables 
were in earnest, and the equine representatives of Isley and Tyfield 
were as fit as hands and art could makethem, A splendid race was, 
consequently, inevitable ; and the Leger was a second edition of the 
Derby. Singular enough, too, Lord Lyon and Savernake repeated 
the Surrey and Yorkshire tussles between Blair Athol and General 
Peel, both the animals being first and second in the two great events 
of 1864. The famous northern moor was never in better condition or 
more densely peopled than on Wednesday last; and the Sellinger 
field was quite as strong as could reasonably be expected. Of course,

The horsé 
is the Englishman’s favourite animal and the chosen minister of one 
of bis most cherished sports.

6 give an engraving this week from a faithfully-executed 
SB ihsaecii of the it epee raft "which recently crossed the Atlantic, 
making tho passage from New York to Margate in thirty-seven days ; 
and that is now exhibiting at the Crystal Palace. ‘The story of her 
voyage is now a thrice-told tale—nevertheless, some extracts from her 
log, which has been kindly furnished to us by her captain and mate, 
Messrs. Hudson and Fitch, may not be unacceptable to our readers. 
Wo should first state, however, that the ship Red White and Blue, of 
New York, 238-100 tons register, is a metallic life-boat, built by O. R. 
Ingersoll, New York. . Her dimensions are as follows :—Length, 26ft ; 
breadth of beam, 6ft.1lin; depth of hold, 2ft 8in ; from deck to keel, 
3[t. Sho is, like alllife-boats and whale-boats, sharp at both ends, or 
stem and stern alike.. She has a water-tight compartment of 4ft at 
each end, and cylinder compartments along each side. She is 
decked over, but has a cockpit for the steersman around 
the mizen-mast. She is ship-rigged and sparred in propor- 
tion to size, as follows:—Bowsprit, 2ft, outside bows; jib- 
boom, 3ft, and flying jibboom 2ft; pole, 10in. The foremast is 6ft 
from the deck to the top, with a 6in masthead ; the topmast is 7ft Gin, 
with a 5ft hoist; the top-gallantmast 3ft 9in; the royalmast 2ft 6in, 
and pole 1ft; the mainmast is 7ft from deck to top, with a 6in magst- 
head, with topmast, top-gallant, and royalmasts in proportion ; the 
mizenmast is 5ft 6in from deck to top, with a 5in masthead; the 
mizentopmast is 6ft 2in, with a 4{t hoist, anda 10in masthead; the 
mizen top-gallant masts 2ft 6in, and royalmasts lit 3in, with a 10in 
pole; the spankerboom is 8{t long, and the gaff 5ft, with a 10in pole 
to each; the fore and main lower yards are 10ft each, topsail yards 
7ft 6in, top-gallant yards 5ft 3in, royal yards 3ft Gin: the cross-jack 
yard is 7ft 3in, the mizen topsail yard Oft din, top-gallant yard 3ft 6in, 
and royal yard 2ft 2in; the fore topmast stunsail booms are 5ft 6in, 
fore and main top-gallant stunsail booms, 4ft. The sails, which, 
together with the spars, were designed and made by Mr. Crunisky, of 
New York, consist of fore-topmast stay-sail, jib, and flying jib, fore 
main and mizen courses, topsails, top-gallant sails, and royals and 
spanker. All these are bent to set just as in a ship of 1,000 
tons. In addition to these plain sails the Red, White, and 
Blue is provided with fore-topmast stunsails, fore and main top- 
allant stunsails, main trysai!, and storm fore staysail and trysail. 
Sho was launched on the 21st of June, having previously had a falso 
key fitted to her standing keel, giving a total depth of keel of 7} inches. 
Her captain and owner is John M. Hudson, and the congenial adven- 
turer who shared with him the perils of the voyage is Mr, F, E..Fitch. 
The stores taken on board consisted first of twelve 10-gallon kegs of 
water, 2001bs bread, 5lbs coffee, 2lbs tea, 101bs butter, 4 boxes smoked 
herrings, 1 dozen cans of milk, 15lbs smoked beef, 17lbs cheese, 
4 bottles pickles, mustard, pepper, salt and sauce, 2 bottles of brandy, 
1 bottle of whiskey, and 1 bottle of bitters. To these were added 
by Mr. Reckhon of Brooklyn, 2 dozen cans, each of preserved 
beef, turkey, chicken, soup. Mr. Reckhon also presented Captain 
Hudson with his dog Fanny. The poor little animal could not, 
however, bear up against wet and exposure so well as her biped com- 
panions, and, after suffering a series of fits, expired just as the Red, 
White, and Blue made the mouth of the Thames. The master’s de- 
partment consisted of a boat compass, quadrant, charts, parallel rule, 
dividers, weather indicator, log-line and glass, 7ibs lead, American 
ensign and pennant, English and French ensigns, anchor and 50 
fathoms ef rope, butno chronometer. Tho surgeon’s department, to 
which happily we find no record in the log of use during the voyage, 
consisted of six bottles of Indian liniment, six boxes of vegetable 
pills, a bottle of powders, and another mixture of some marvellous 
character, which we are told is ‘the never- failing small-pox cure, and 
has cured yellow fever and cholera.” The date of sailing was fixed for 
the 9th of July, and on that day Mr. Fitch boarded the ship in White- 
hall slip, and at 11.30 a.m, took her down to Red Hook Point. At the 
same tiwe Captain Hudson went to the New York custom-house, took 
out a register, a clearance in ballast, a crew list, a bill of health, and 
went through precisely the same formula as if his oraft was o clipper 
acket. He ‘‘got through” at 1,30 at the custom house, and then 
joined his friends on board a steam-boat oalled the dilas O. Pearce, and 
started down the bay. They overhauled the miniature ship opposite 
the Quarantine House on Staten Island. After a visit of the friends 
to the little craft they returned on board the steamer, leaving Oaptain 
Hudson and Mr. Fitch alone with the dog. The steamer took the 
Red, White, and Blue in tow as far as the light ship off Sandy Hook. 
About 5 p.m. the adventurers oast off their tow-line, and fairly com- 
menced their voyage. Before returning to the city, the steamer ran 
alongside, and the friends of the two resolute seamen gave each of 
them “three cheers and a tiger.” The logs tell us that ‘many a 
white handkerchief waved in the breeze, and then went to the bright 
eyes of warm-hearted friends who were praying for our safety.” 

Tbe little ship then set sail, and stood out to sea with a light breeze 
from south-west. At 7.30 the wind shifted to the north-west, and 
freshened so much that the little craft ‘shipped plenty of water.” The 
crew made the unpleasant discovery that the decks leaked badly, for 
there was soon four inches of waterin hor, and their bed and pro- 
visions were wetted. At 9 p.w. they managed to lose their signal- 
lamp overboard. ‘They passed vessels standing in for New York and 
to the eastward, and at midnight took their departure from the High- 
lands of Navesink, which bore W. by N. 4 N., distant 20 miles, 
From this time commenced the ordinary routine of a ship at sea. 
Captain Hudson and his mate kept watch and, watch. Of course the 
“‘ watch on deck” had tosteer the ship. If, therefore, it was necesssry 
to take in sail, the ‘‘ watch below” had to be hurried out for the 
purpose, and had also to perform all other necessary ship’s duties. 
‘There was a “kerosene” stove on board to burn coal oil, but the ship 
pitched and rolled about too much to use it. The consequence was 
that the two men, though nearly always wet through, were very seldom 
able to make tea or coifee, or warm their provisions. The first day’s 
work, close-hauled, gave the distance run 42 miles. On the second 
day the winds were lighter, the weather finer, so that they were ablo 
to make coffee and bale out the ship, The distance run in the twenty- 
four hours was 49 miles. On the 12th of July the wind shifted to the 
westward, with fine weather, and the men were able to partially dry 
some of their wet clothes and make some warm mutton soup, which is 
recorded as ‘‘the best ever tasted out of cans,” Towards evening the 
wind freshened, and the little craft began to bowl off six and ssven 
knots an hour andin the course of that twenty-four hours made the 
excellent run of 168 knots. On the 13th they made the discovery that 
the mate’s watch, their only timepiece, had got wet in the works and 
had stopped. It was found on examination that ‘‘she was rusty 
inside,” so from that time forward their only indication as to time 
was sunset, sunrise, and meridian. We find recorded from day to 
day the expenditure of sundry cans of beof, turkey and mutton broth. 
Itis satisfactory to find that the dog was not neglected. On the 
third day out there is an entry, “This day expended one 
can Of. beef for the dog, as she must not be forgot.” 
On the 14th of July they made a fair run of 139 miles, and the only 
remark in the log-book, apart from the ordinary entries of the ship's 
run, is the statement, “ That cockpit of ours is a very ‘hard’ place. 
You are cramped up just high enough to catch the hips; it cramps the 
knees and makes us both Sore. It is the ‘hardest’ place on board; 
the rest is bad enough. 

The next day, Sunday, July 15th, they were baffl:d by light and 
sometimes contrary winds, making a run only of 63 miles, of which no 
inconsiderable proportion appeared to be due to the Gulf Stream. 
During the afternoon they were bexalmed, in company with a barque 
about two milesdistant. They set their ensign, and the barque did 
the same, but, from the flig hanging down, they were unable to make 
out her nationality. Whatever his country, the captain of her was an 
ill-conditioned churl; for on a light air springing up and the little 
ship heading to speak her, she wore ound to the north and kept off, 
‘evidently,” as Captain Hudson says, ‘00! wishing to speak us.” 
‘There are very few readers who will not cordially endorse Captain 
Hudson’s opinion when he says, “I cannot say much for that cap- 
tain’s humanity who would pass a small ship, with only two men in 
her, 500 miles from land, without desiring to speak her, even if he could 
do nothing.” Bowling along before favourable winds, the little ship 
made runs of 92, 124, 104, and 115 miles in the course of tho 24 hours, 
and wether # went on pretty favourably, except that when nine 
days out poor Fanny is logged * sick; will not eat.” On the 20th of 
July the wind drew ahead, and they only made a run of 26 miles. The 
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next day it became rather more favourable, and they got a distance of 
72 miles out of their little craft.. On the 22nd they ran out of the 
Gulf Stream, which'had hitherto been helping them famously on their 
voyage. The record of discomfort is continuous; seldom a day passes 
without such entries as ‘‘ shipping water,” “no cooking to-day,” “ship 
makes water in around the gunwale, when it is under water.” For- 
tunately for these poor sodden navigators, the temperature of both air 
and water had been high since leaving New York. But on running 
out of the Gulf Stream there was an immediate fall of somathing like 
12 deg. bothin the air and water, and they now began to experience 
the additional discomfort of cold. 

On the 4th of August they sighted a bark, the first sail seen for 
twenty days, and saw the sunset the first time for ten days. The 
next day, Sunday, August 5th, they saw another ship. She ran down 
to them, and proved to be the bark Princess Royal, of Nova Scotia. 
She hove to, and the little ship ran under her lee, and got from her a 
bottle, an old white signal-light, and the [Irish Times and: Freeman’s 
Journal of July 24th. The bark was 11 days out from Dublin, bound 
to Quebec. ‘he seasonable gift of rum they found ‘ very good for 
wet days,” an experience which we feel inclined cordially to endorse, 
teetotalism to the contrary notwithstanding. On the 6th the sea ran 
so high that the little ship took in two over the stern, or, rather, the 
fragments occasioned by her sharp stern splitting them as they flew 
past her, About 5 pm.a blind sea took her and hove her on to her 
starboard beam-ends, Onletting go the topsail halyards she ri hted in 
about half a minute. There is something almost comical in the entry 
recording this event, which says, ‘‘We have carried sail pretty hard, 
but never saw her do that before. : The dangerous sea was the cause, 
as we only had foresail, fore-topsail, fore-topmast staysail and jib set.” 
During the whole of the beginning of August she experienced strong 
westerly and north-westerly winds, which enabled her to lay her 
course, but which caused her to ship so much water that captain and 
mate were neyer dry, and suffered much from cold and exposure. 
On Sunday, 12th August, they this. day got an observation of the sun, 
an | found they had overrun their reckoning about 60 miles ia a run of 
3,300 from New York; considering that they had for the most part 
been navigating by dead reckoning, the error was really very small. 
They found thit Ushant bore south, 27 miles, and from this point 
they took a fresh departure and stood up the English Channel. They 
were soon in the track of shipping, but none seemed to have troubled 
themselves about the diminutive stranger, until an American bark, the 
Nellie Merryman, of New York, Captain H. A. Rawlins, gave them 
two bottles of brandy, a broken white signa'-lamp, and the bear- 
ings of the Bill of Portland. The rest of this adventurous story is 
soon told. Passing up Channel with a flowing sheet, they made all 
the well-known points in succession, communicating at Hastings with 
gome fishermen from whom the news of their arrival was first heard, 
and by whom Captain Hudson and his mate Mr. Fitch learned that the 
Great Eastern had successfully laid the Atlantic cable. At Deal they 
got the offerof a pilot, which was declined. Rounding the South 
Foreland, she beat up against a headwind to Margate. On tho after- 
noon of the 16th, when abreast of that place, it came on to blow so 
hard that they gladly accepted the offer of Oaptain Thomas Wather, 
of the boat Jessie, who took hold of the little ship and towed it into 
the harbour. Thecrowd on the pier cheered them lustily, and for the 
next forty-eight hours the little ship was visited by thousands, of whom 
some were sceptical enough to express doubts that so small a 
craft had ever performed so long a voyage. For the first time for 
thirty-four days, these wet and weary men enjoyed the luxury of 
stretching their stiffened limbs and of sleeping inadry bed. They 
remained at Margate till Saturday, the 18th, when about two p.m., 
they made sail with a light wind, and beat up for the mouth of the 
Thames. The wind was light and the ebb-tide strong, so that it was 
four a.m. on Sunday morning before they were abreast of Sheerness, 
At six a.m the steamship Londonderry, Captain White, ran alongside 
and kindly offered to tow them up to Gravesend. The offer was gladly 
accepted, and they went up the river astern of the steamer, furling 
sails and taking things comfortably. This extraordinary voyage was 
performed in thirty-four days from New York to the chops of the 
Channel, thirty-eight days t» Margate, and forty days sixteen hours to 
Gravesend. From Greenhithe, where the Red, White, and Blus was 
eventually anchored, she was conveyed for exhibition, as our readers 
are aware, to the Crystal Palace, where she now lies, and has since been 


attracting crowds of visitors. 


BATHS AND BATHING. 


That ‘‘oleanliness is next to godliness” is a proverb of such remote 
antiquity that it is impossible to trace its origin, but among no people 
on the faco of the earth is so thoroughly appreciated as by my own 
countrymen and women, 

Our present system of luxurious indulgence in water is of rather 
long growth, and has come to us gradually. from many sources, ‘* Lord 
Dundreary,” when making himself ready for social intercourse, in the 
bath-room, with which every mansion is sure to be furnished, or in 
the public establishment that enjoys the honour of his patronage, has 
not the most remote idea how such a custom came to be generally 
adopted ; probably, if questioned on the subject, his Lordship would 
say, “ It's just one of those things a fellow never could understand.” 

he thing, however, presents no difficulty whatever, to ordinary 
understandings, and though I cannot hope to enlighten the Dundrearies 
of society, there is a large class with whom it is possible I may have 
more success. I hava, therefore, put together the following slight 
sketch for their special entertainment :—The bath has existed amongst 
all nations who have had the slightest claim to civilisation. That it 
had its origin in the East I think there is very little doubt; it came 
from Asia probably by means of the Tartar emigrations, which first 
travelled westward. What is styled the Turkish bath is general in 
the cities of China, and has existed in that most ancient empire from 
time immemorial. ‘Scrape Russian and you will find a Tartar,” 
is a well-known Napoleonic apophthegm. The system of skin donu- 
dation prevailing among the Muscovites probably shows their anxioty 
to return to the pure Mongolian type, 

The Romans were 80 attached to their ba'hs that they establishel 
them in every country that came under their domination, and 
numerous are the traces they have left of this truly domestic institu- 
tion ia England, where the natural thermal springs of the country 
afforded them advantages of which they werenot slow to profit. Of 
these the Britons had some previous knowledge, which they had turned 
toas much account as their limited talent in building had permitted. 
The Anglo-Saxons made more of these lavatory facilities, and among 
other places similarly ciroumstanced, Bath, which took its name from 
its thermal springs, rose into importance as one of the principal cities 
in tho west of England. They produced, however, nothing that 
equalled the numerous Roman works that had been raised in almost 
every large station. 

In later times the use of the hot and cold bath became general in 
good society. Bathing-places of fashionable resort sprang up one 
after another along the coast, and. inland towns possessing medicinal 
springs rivalled them in attraction. In the last century this was pecu- 
liarly the cas9,and in tho annals of fashion Scarborough and Brighthelm- 
stone figured prominently as marine bathing-places; while Harrogate, 
Bath, and latterly Cheltenham, were as much frequented for their 
thermal waters. St 

The ancient superstition in favour of wells was revived wherever 
a chalybeate could be found, In London nothing but the names of 
suburban places of this kind remain, such as Bagnigge Wells and 
Sadler’s Wells; they were much in request at one time, but were com- 
pletely eclipsed by the fame of Tunbridge Wells, which in the 
eighteenth century drew together almost as groata crowd as Scar- 
borough or Harrogate. $ 

The recent mania for Turkish baths brings to my recollection stories 
that I have heard of such things in the fashionable world that existed 
in the last quarter of the last century, much to the profit of several 
ingeniong foreigners, who acquired fortunes, or at least lived as if they 
were in possession of inexhaustible resources, at the expense of people 
who were, or aspired to be, members of the beau monde. ; 

The first aquatic practitioner who came near my time, was an [talian 
called Domizicstti, more familiarly knowa as the ‘' Stewing Doctor.” 
He lived in one of the largest houses in that picturesque thoroughfare 
in the Dutch taste, Oheyne-walk, Ohelsea—a fashionable locality when 
all Belgravia was given up to vagabonds, cows, aud washerwomen. 
This mansion was not only magnificently furnished, but it contained 
an extraordinary amount of guld and silver plate of foreign workman-

ship, in tankards, cups, vases, and candelabra, which the doctor dis- 
played in his dining-room, where he entertained the most celebrated 
men of his day. 

He dressed as sumptuously as he furnished, and whon it is re- 
membered that a single suit in those days frequently cost from forty to 
fifty pounds, some idea may be entertained of the value of the exten- 
sive wardrobe in which he was known to array his person. It wasnot 


‘merely that the materials then used for gentlemen’s apparel were the 


most expensive velvets and satins that could bo procured, but the 
value of the jewellery often worn with them as decorations, even by 
these adventurers, was sometimes almost incredible. Romeo Coates 
exhibited almost a fortune in his diamond-hilted sword, kneo and shoa- 
buckles; but before his advent ‘‘ Le Grand Petro,” a French dancing- 
mister, performed a minuet before the Empress Oatherine at St. 
Petersburg in a velvet suit, wearing a diamond-hilted sword, and dis-. 
playing brilliants in his buttons and buckles that would have thrown 
those of the West Indian amateur of fashion completely into the shade. 


Dr. Dominicetti’s ordinary costume was a frogged coat, a richly- 
embroidered waistcoat, satin breeches, silk stockings, shoes with 
buckles, lace cravat, ruffles, and shirt, a well-powdered wig, with a 
silk bag half down his back ; a cocked hat ornamented with gold lace, 
a richly hilted sword, and a gold headed cane. He was the Prince of 
charlatans, and his baths attracted the richest people in London, who 
were made to pay handsomely for the superior stewing they received 
there, They were aromatic a3 well as vaporous—of course warranted 
to cure every malady under the tun; and as they were clegant as well 
as comfortable, the carriages of patients were so numerous 38 often to 
form a line from the apothecaries’ garden to the old church. 

The doctor was an accomplished Italian of refined manners, and a3 
he maintained a capital table liberally supplied with tho rarest wines, 
while his walls were decorated with the most valuable cabinet pictures, 
most of his distinguished patients were content to bscome his 
guests. 

The ** Hummums,” under the Covent Garden Piazza, indicate the 
taste for the Turkish baths which had previously flourished in London; 
but Dr. Dominicetti’s mansion at Chelsea was a very suporior institu- 
tion, and the luxury of course was supported by patrons of a much 
higher order, Duchesses, countesses, and other ladies of rank congre- 
gated there in crowds, charmed with the stimulus to the exhaustion 
which a long course of dissipation had produced, and still more 
charmed with the accomplished courtier, whose broken English was 
almost as agreeable to them as his hyporbolical complimsnts were 
amusing. ‘ 

Beaux young and old flocked to the fashionable rendezvous, partly 
to be revived by the expensive nostrum, partly to mect the beauties 
of the day, who were sure to find their way to Cheyne Walk after a 
ball or masquerade, and partly to enjoy an excursion into the country 
either by land or by water, for Chelsea then possessed rural charms 

which have long since been obliterated by bricks and mortar. 

Lonion was at this timo literally the paradise of quacks, so 
amazingly did they flourish; and the more extravagant their preten- 
sions the better thev seemed to succeed. Therye was Dr. de Manne- 
duke, who held conversaziones in Bloomsbury-square for the display of 
mesmeric phenomena, and attracted dupes old and-young, a very large 
majority being of the weaker sex ; but there were many men who lent 
themselves to the folly every Sunday evening in the doctor's handsome 
drawing-rooms, which were better attended than the parish church. 


A little later in date appeared an adventurer, almost equal to him in 
repute, Dr. Graham, who advertised a “Temple of Health,” in the 
Adelphi-terrace. _His apartments were also sumptuously furnished, 
and were filled with people of rank to see the ‘Goddess of Health.” 
‘The lady visitors went in masks, for which they had sufficient cause, 
and after passing two colossal guards at the entrauce, whose tall 
figures, nearly seven feet high, blazed ina gaudy livery surmounted 
by gold-laced cocked hats, maintained order and a free passage, with 
the assistance of long silver staves with a massive silver ornament at 
top, they reached a suite of splendid drawing-rooms, in which the ex- 
hibitor and lecturer became visible to a crowded audience. 

Dr. Graham lectured on the virtues of what he designated his 
‘* celestial bed,”- which had miraculous virtues that highly recom- 
morded it to the female portion of the spectators. The superlative 
attraction to the rest of the audience was a female who represented 
‘« The Goddess of Health,” in a costume so thoroughly Greek that they 
might have mistaken her for a status, if they had not known her to 
be a courtesan. Emma Lady Hamilton had tho credit of this porsona- 
tion, as her ladyship had of a good many more that were equally 
artistic; but this has been denied. 

Tho exhibition was unquestionably of the Leicester-square order of 
poses plastiques, hence the necessity of masks for those who wished it 
to be believed that their modesty remained unscathed. 

Dr. Graham seeing how the Turkish baths took with the wealthy 
and the fashionable, put forward a new idea, knowing the extra- 
ordinary power of novelty as an attraction. This was his famous 
“ Earth Bath,” and with it he got up an evening exhibition in Panton- 
street, Haymarket, that for absurdity and impropriety seems scarcely 
credible; but the ladies of course went to see it in masks, 

The audience having taken their seats in a magnificent saloon, 
saw before them a pile of mould, hollowed in the centre, where a 
stool had been placed. Having long gazed at this rather grave spec- 
tacle, they beeame impatient, and cries for the lecturer were loudly and 
sharply raised. Presently a fine handsome man mado his appearance 
and his bow. There was much applause, and considerable confusion, 
for it was the doctor; but it was tho doctor in a state of very great 
deshabelle—he was merely en chemise. 

Such an exhibition would not be tolerated in these more outwardly 
decorous days; the nearest approach to it I have seen subsequently 
was the once popular transformation scene in the arena, where the 
rustic on horseback. gets rid of his apparel piece by piece, till he is 
riding in the same nearly unfurnished state as that in which Dr, 
Graham presented himself. In the equestrian exhibition the threat- 
ened nudity is apparent rather than real; the gentleman has flesh- 
coloured leggings, and when, as the final sensation, he throws off his 
“cutty sark,” he is radiant in satin and spanglos, as Apollo, Phaeton, 
or any other heathen worthy who happons to be most in favour behind 
and before the scenes. 

Dr. Graham, however, had no such reserves. He ventured before 
his ‘‘discerning public,” without any immortal pretensions, indeed, 
with his mortality almost as free from disguise as was that of Father 
Adam. He took possession of the stool in the centre of the mould, 
and rapidly proceeded to make himself comfortable by drawing the 
latter over his lower limbs, by way of blanket. 
‘‘of the earth earthy,” but this did not seem to discourage him. On 
the contrary as his extremities disappeared, his eloquence became ap- 
parent. He descanted on the miraculous virtues of the soil, in which 
he was so diligently fixing himself, assuring bis auditors that the 
human plant thus potted became a superior variety, indeed, blooming 
so luxuriantly as scarcely to be récognised by those who only knew 
it in its uncultivated stute. 

Lecturing in this way, he presently became covered up to his 
middle, then had to lift his scanty drapery to pilo the earth up higher ; 
at last whisked it off, and left nothing but his head and shoulders 
visible, to the exceeding: edification of the spectators, who watched 
the critical process with much interest and more amusement. Dr. 
Graham proceeded with his discourse in the same persuasive strain, 
as if trying toconvince his audience that regeneration did not consist 
in being born again, but in being buried alive; that human nature in 
a state of perfectibility was not to be looked for in any spiritual 
development, but in the scientific process of planting out, which he 
was then and there displaying. \ 

In due course there remained nothing visible of him but his head, 
If fashion did not in this display recognise its ' glass,” form could not 
haye avoided accepting its “mould.” The exhibitor looked content, 
he felt himself master of the situation, and was inclined to make the 
most of it. He descanted mors eloquently than ever on this earth- 
bath, as a specitic for every ill that flesh is heir to. Thero was nothing 
it could not cure. The fabulous mill that ground old people young, 
was nothing to the transformstion it could effect inthe aged. As for 
beauty, even Madame Kachel might have taken a losson from his 
assertions of his efficacy in maintaining personal attractions, absolutely 
to the end of time. 

Among the spectators were several young wild bloods of fashion, 
who looked on the whole thing from 4 facetinud point of view. George 
Hanger, Lord Barr: more, Lord Pag st (then s Westminster boy), Lord

COURSING HOUND.

At the petty sessions held at the 
Court House, Enfield, on Saturday, 
before Messrs. Myers, Harrieon, and 
Ford, three young men, brothers, 
named Joseph, William, and Charles 
Dethier, residing at Nassau-house, 
Enfield-highway, appeared to answer 
the charge of having grossly ill- 
treated and damaged a certain dog. 
The court was crowded by farmers 
and gentlemen from the surrounding 
neighbourhood, who seemed to take 
great interest in the proceedings. 
Mr. Love, from the office of the 
Royal Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals, prosecuted, and 
from his statement it appeared that 
the threo defendants were persons of 
property and very respectably con- 
nected, and came into that neighbour- 
hood very recently to reside. The 
owner of the dog was one Mr. 
Charles Clarke, an extensive farmer 
and market gardener, an old inhabi- 
tant of the neighbourhood, and the 
dog in question was a very celebrated 
“ coursing” hound, and ag such was 
highly valued. It appeared that 
some part of the grounds belonging 
to the residence of the defendants 
joined Mr. Clarke’s premises, being 
separated only by a hedge. It was 
alleged by the defendants.that this 
dog was in the habit of getting on 
to their premises and damaging their 

arden, and they resolved to trap 

im, hey accordingly procured an 
iron trap of great strength, and having 
teeth in the ordinary way, and set it 
at the spot where it was conjectured 
the dog would come, fastening it to 
the ground with an iron stake. On 
the night of the 9th of August, at 
about eleven o’clock, it would appear 
that the unfortunate dog got into the 
trap, and the three defendants, w! ose 
attention after a time was attracted 
by its cries, went out, one being 
armed with a poker, anothe with a 
bayonet, and the third with a light. 
The dog, in its struggles to release 
itself, drew the stake out of the 
ground, and started off with the trap 
attached to its leg. The three de- 
fendants gave chage to it, and beat 
it with the poker, and stabbed it with 
tle bayonet in various parts of its 
body ; the dog, more dead than alive, 
managed to effect its escape, and it 
was subsequently found by its owner 
lying upon the ground in great agony, 
with the trap attached to its leg, its 
body and the trap being covered with 
blood. It was found that the bones 
of one of its feet were broken. On 
one shoulder there was a wound into 
which the top of one’s finger might 
be inserted, and there were several 
other wounds of a similar character, 


but smaller, all bleeding copiously, . 


and the other shoulder was swollen 
up to twice the natural size. The 
dog remained in a state of great 
suffering for many days. It is per- 
manently lamed, and was now value- 
less as a sporting dog, or indeed for 
any purpose. 
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Witnesses were then called whos® 
evidence fully bore out the sabov® 
facte. 

The defence set up was that the 
dog was a source of annoyance to 
the defendants, and had dono a great 
deal of damage. They therefore 
decided to trap it, and then kill it, 
and they would havo killed it. had it 
not got away from them, but after it 
got away they did not like to follow 
it. : 

Mr. Love begged to call the at{en- 
tion of the Bench to the clause of the 
Act, which provided that offenders 
found guilty of doing any damage to 
an animal by illtreating it, should, 
upon conviction, pay to the owner

THE SURREY THEATRE. 


Mr. A. R. Stous’s New Drama, ‘TRUE TO THE Core.” 


On Saturday last the season at this house, and with it the renewed 
co-lesseeship of Messrs. Shepherd and Creswick, was inaugurated. 
The piece produced was the long announced ‘‘ True to the Core,” by 
Mr. A. R. Slous, the first fruits of the T. P. Cooke £100 prize, for 
‘the best nautical and national drama.” The drama is of what may 
be called the Surrey or T. P. Cooke order, with the distinction of a 
decided improvement as regards the writing and construction, and a 
slight inferiority as regards the action. Indeed, barring one or two 
rather huge mistakes, and also, that it is over-weighted with scenery, 
‘‘ True to the Core” isa very ingeniously constructed and interesting 
drama, Tho story is laid at Plymouth, the time being that 
of the Spanish Armada. The hero, Martin Truegold, is a pilot and 
innkeeper of Plymouth Hoe. He is trapped by the agents of the 
Spanish Admiral, who, with his fleet, is hovering about the coast in 
want of a pilot, carried on board the Admiral’s ship end into the 
Admiral’s presence. Truegold refuses to act as pilot to the enemies of 
his country, preferring tho alternative of death rather. Subsequently, 
however, as % means of securing a temporary interview with his 
wife, who has likewise been brought on board the Spanish ship, he 
feigus compliance with the Spaniard’s wishes, consents to steer the 
vessel, and purposely steers it to its destruction on the Eddystone reef. 
Of the few saved from the wreck and cast upon the reef are the hero 
and his wife, several English Catholic noblemen who have leagued 
with the Spaniards, and a Jesuit priest, the guest of one of the latter, 
and an active spy, working in the interests of Spain. On the remnant 
of the shipwrecked party being picked up by an English vessel sus- 
picion lights upon Martin Truegold, He, an English pilot, is found 
as one of the survivors of the wrecked ‘La Sante Fe,” the Spanish 
Admiral’s ship. The question is, what business had he on board that 
ship. Fearing the exposure of their own treason the disaffected noble- 
men before alluded to favour this suspicion, and, indeed, combine 
together, and flatly denounce him as having sold himself to the Spanish 
Admiral. The evidence is strong, and what is more, Martin has not a 
Word to say in contradiction. A promise he has made to the traitors 
whilo they were writhing in abject fear of the fate that awaited them 
after being picked ‘off the rock, viz., that he would not denounce them, 
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keeps him dumb. Condemnation, even at the hands of the gallant 
Effingham, and other officers of the English Fleet, the attached friends 
of Truegold, seems inevitable, when all is set right by the upshot of a 
counter-plot to that of the Jesuit’s. A spy in the interest of 
the English Government at this juncture denounces the disaffected 
noblemen and the intriguing ‘priest, and at the same time a 
gipsy girl, the attached sefvant of Martin Truegold, who 
with him had been kidnapped on board the “Sante Fe,” and 
castupon the rock, bursts in and explains the English pilot’s 
relations with the Spanish ship, and shows that instead of traitor he 
in wrecking that ship, at the risk even of the lives. of himself 
and his wife, has acted as a true subject of his Queen and a 
patriot to hiscountry. There are two glaring defects in this other- 
Wise interesting story of the Spanish Armada. The first is that the 
most stirring part of it, ¢.¢., the fighting, is entirely left out. With 
such a constellation of naval heroes a8 Drake, Raleigh, Frobisher, 
Hawkins, and Howard, of Effingham, actually in the cast, and history 
to back them, it is quite annoying to find that the haughty Spaniards 
Come to grief simply through a spill upon a reef, The Armada was, 
We all know—thanks to the ‘‘how not to do it” ministry of that day, 
Who actually allowed the fleet upon several occasions to be inactive in 

© presence of the enemy for want of gunpowder—dispersed in the 
main by storm and tempest, but there was many an incidental fight 
waged by moro than one of the great captains above mentioned, which 
will justify us, without losing sight of the pre-eminently 
Providential character of the “great delivery,” in ranking the 
diepersion of the Armada as a great naval victory. A glorious 
Opportunity for a sea-fight, and national spectacle, have been by this 
Omission lost, The other most prominent blemish in the drama is the 
Voluntary silence of Martin Truegold when accused of being a traitor. 
Sather than break his word to a knot of despicable traitors by denounc- 
Ing them as the enemies of his country, he copsents to blast his own 
fair fame, and sacrifice the happiness of his wife, and his own life. 
This is a ‘sublime virtue” that. borders closely upon the ridiculous, 
and we venture to think that the absurdity strikes the audience 
forcibly, and detracts: in no small degree from the _ interest 
Otherwise felt for the honest pilot, The scenery is very pretentious 

ut not altogether successful. The conception is mostly good, but the 
©xecution is sometimes the contrary, The elaborate sunset effect in 
the first act, for instance, is an utter failure, and that mostly for the 
Want of merely ordinary skill in the laying on of the paint; Phcoobus 
tinks his head into what should be ruddy clouds, but what, instead, 
Ooks like a dirty, bloody, and ragged pocket-handkerchief.

of thestage, revolves behind a slashed and inartistically daubed cloth. 
It is so badly arranged, that the woodwork of the wheel can be plainly 
seen through. the slashes, and instead of its appearing to be the sea 
rising and falling, it appears to be simply whatit is, a huge wooden wheel 
revolving behind a coloured cloth with holes init. The other two 
great scenes, the Deck of Spanish Admiral’s Ship, ‘‘ La Sante Fe,” 
and the Courtyard of Plymouth Citadel, are excellent. They are 
admirably built, and the smudginess of colouring which characterises 
the other scenes by the samo artist (Mr. Gates) is not so conspicuous. 
The best painted scone is the one scene by Mr. Gowrie, ‘* The 
Ramparts of Old Plymouth Castle,”- This is really artistic. The piece is 
strongly cast, though it does not demand much at the hands of any one of 
the actors engaged. The personations of Messrs. H. Marston (Geoffrey 
Dangerfield, the Jesuit Priest), and Edgar (Don Diego, the Spanish 
Admiral), and Miss Pauncefort (Marah, the Gipsy Girl), are porhaps 
the most noteworthy and complete from an artistic point 
of view, though those of Messrs, Creswick (Martin True- 
gold), Shepheri (Wallet, the pretended  pedlar, but real 
spy), and Miss Kate Saville (Martin’s wife), are most prominent. 
The Howard of Effingham of Mr. A. Nelson, a gentleman now from 
Liverpool, but whom the Londoner may recollect as one of Mr. Walter 
Montgomery’s Haymarket company of a year ago. and the Queen Eliza- 
beth of Mrs. Moreton Brookes, may also be mentioned as meritorious 
impersonations. Others of the many more or less slight parts in the 
piece are sustained by Messrs. Smithson, Beatie (whose debut at the 
Marylebone we lately chronicled), Maclean, W.C. Williams, C. Lloyds, 
C. Butler, and Hummerston. A remarkable thing in eonnection with 
this nautical drama is the absence of the usual low comedy element. 
There is not a single low comedy part in the piece, We venture to 
think that a ‘‘natienal nautical” drama is scarcely complete with- 
out this element. (What say the shades of Jerrold and T. P. 
Cooke?) On Monday night the various points in the acting, and 
the effects, scenic and otherwise, inclusive of two ballets by Mr. 
Cormack, were much applauded by the crowded audience, but 
at the close the enthusiasm was not very great. We must not omit to 
mention that the various favourite performers—and the new com- 
pany is unusually rich in them —were most cordially received on their 
entry, Messrs. Shepherd and Creswick in particular being recipients 
of many very significant and gratifying expressions of goodwill. ‘The

Pgntusniee.—The hills last week yielded well, but the weather was 
alittle broken. The birds are rapidly becoming wild, and on some 
moors they are difficult to get at. Inthe Breadalbane district there 
has all along been excellent sport, and large quantities of game have 
been forwarded from that quarter to southern dealers. His Highness 
the Maharajah Dhuleep Singh has lett the shire for atime. He has 
heavy bags. On the 3d inst, Lord Glenorohy had 20 brace of grouse 
and some hares on Taymouth moor, Captain Whittingstal, who has 
been tenant of Glenlochay for a number of "yeurs, has enjoyed fine 
sport since the season opened. He treated his dependents, and those 
in the neighbourhood, to a ballon the 4th inst, At Oonnachan the 
sportsmen have not been doing much of late ae niigard bad 40 
brace of grouse on the 30th ult. on. Oorriemuckloch, and on the 3d 
inst. two guns had 50 brace on the game hills. On the Ochil ranges 
the bags have not been so heavy this year, These hillsare, however, 
ee ean eater Chareali Glenartnoy and the other forests have 
afforded fine stalking. Glenartney was not stalked last season, and the 
deer are numerous and in capital condition. Mr. Brooks, the lessee, 
has already had some excellent heads, There has not been much 
done. among the partridges yet. Some sportsmen prefer partridge 
shooting to grouse. Itis no doubt pleasant enough to beat among the 
stooks and turnip-fields on a September afternoon, but it would appear 
to be much more enjoyable to be roaming among the heather and 
breathing the ozone of the mountain side, 

fire1n.—The grouse are now very wild. Itig scarcely possible to 
get near them. In Glenfiddich, a We aNeiday at naa J eeke Tord 
Algernon Gordon Lennox killed 23 brace grouse, one snipe, and two 
hares; and Colonel Tyrwhitt, on the sawe day, had 13 brace grouse 
and four snipe. On Thursday Lord Algernon Gordon Lennox bagged 
55 brace grouse and a snipe; and Prince Edward of Saxe- Weimar and 
Qolonel Tyrwhitt killed 61} brace grouse and four hares. Lord Al- 
gernon Gordon Lennox on Friday bagged 10} brace, Prince Edward 
of Saxe- Weimar 12 brace and two hares, and Colonel Tyrwhitt 90 
brace grouse. ‘The grouse being wild, they left off early. This 
finished the grouse shooting in Glenfiddich and Blackwater for a 
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time. Since the opening day about 3,000 brace of grouse have been 
killed, besides hares and other game. ‘he Lagganauld moors, not- 
withstanding the rainy state of the weather, are still yielding good 
sport. Mr. George O. Bentinck, on the 28th ult., bagged 42 brace 
grouse; onthe 30th ult., 54 do.; on the 31st ult., 564 do. and a snipe; 
on the 4th, 24 do.; and on the Sth, 12 do. and 1} brace ofsnipe. The 
gamekeeper at Glenferness was out on the 30th ult., and bagged 12 
brace of grouse; and on the 3d instant he killed 7 brace grouse and 1 
hare. On Lochiel’s Moors Mr. W. Ingleby and Captain Campbell killed 
23 brace grouse on the 30th ult. On the 3lst Mr. @. O. Hampden and 
Mr. E. Corbett had 7 brace grouse, 1 brace black gamo, 3 brace par- 
tridges, and 1 hind, in a very short time.

ANGLING NOTES FROM IRELAND FOR 1866. 


(By Grovusk AND DRAKE.) 


Tn a previous article bearing the same title as the present one, I 
presented the readers of the Illustrated Sporting News with an account 
of my piscatorial sport up to the middle of the month of May, and now, 
as the season is virtually brought to a close, Lintend to furnish them 
with an entire account of the vicissitudes of the trouting season” of 


1866. 

het it be understood, ab initio, that I am an inhabitantof the “Em- 
erald Isle,” and albeit I have not unfrequently made excursions to far 
off streams and rivors bearing most extra-rdinary reputaticn for large 
trout, still my fishing has been mostly in the Queen's, King’s, and 
Kildare counties ; and I trust that the following reminiscences of by- 
gone sport will afford you, O kind reader, some amusement and in- 
struction, and increase the estimation in which you already hold‘ the 
pleasant, healthy, and scientific art of fly-fishing. 

Owing to the unpleasant and unfavourable state of the weather, no 
sport was to be had sooner than March. : 

March cpened pretty fair, and I succeeded in making some well 
filled baskets, all with tho ‘ Hare’s Kar.” In this month my fishing 
was principally confined to the smaller streams, and’ it is wonderful 
what splendid fish—patriarckal old chaps, I got out of mere brooks, 
that a body could jump over. I was after having a good month's 
sport when March came to a close, and y 

April brought in with it the“ Hare’s Ear and Yellow.” This fly 
with the “cow-dung” seemed to suit the palate of the Trout, 
and rewarded me with full baskets, « propos to the ‘‘cow-dung.” Let 
it be borne in mind that it is as good a fly as could be fastened to a 
strétcher on dark, windy, and showery days throughout the entire 
season, and the mere windy the day, the larger tho size of the fly. 
Towards the close of the month I succeeded best with the “ orange 
grouse.” These were the only flies that answered for April. 
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May, that is regarded asthe month which affords the piscator the 
beat sport, opened very bad, acold north-east wind blowing, no sport, 
the fish not rising at all. This state of things continued for a fortnight, 
but on the 14th 1 killed nearly a dozen ; I admit, however, with worm, 
as there was a ‘‘fresh”in the river from the recent rains ; there 
was a great change in the rising of the fish after this ‘‘fresh.” The 
following day (the 15th), I killed the full of the croal; also made good 
captures on 16th, 17th, 18th, and 19th instants. The yellow May-fly 
was on the water the two latter days, but the trout did not seem to 
fancy it. I forgot to mention that the killing-fiy on the days above- 
mentioned was a favourite fly of mine—the ‘orange Grouse.” 

On the 21st of this month, the celebrated “ green Drake” appeared 
on the water for the first time ; the day, however, was too bright. This 
day was a Monday, and, owing to particular business, I was engaged 
until the tollowivg Friday (25th). This day not looking favourable, 
I stayed. at home for the purpose of making some flies—I always tie 
my own flies—and having concluded these to my satisfaction, I re- 
solved to try the ‘green Drake” the noxt day. Thg next day came, 
and, although the morning looked too bright, I killed seven or eight 
“ pretty fair” ones, and hooked three or four more, 

On 27th (Sunday), of course, I didnot go out; but on the evening of 
that day, an old bait-fisherman informed me that * Be gad, sir, Rooney 
caught @ trout to-day as big asa pig!” =‘ Begorra, sir,” he contiaued, 
“T never saw sucha foine fish; look at here now, he was pulling at 
him for an hour anda half!” And he concluded this bit of informa- 
tion by saying that he thought he caught him with the “grain Drake.” 

Such I afcerwards ascertained to bea fact. However, not garing 
much about Rooney’s capture, perhaps because I was rather annoyed 

I will not say jealous) at his good luck, I determined for a first-rate 
Gen if it could he had at all) day’s sport on the morrow (Monday 28th 


Pe ; 
aving taken an early breakfast, I started for one of my favourite 
trout “ fields,” having in my port-mouche an ample supply of “green 
Drake,” also a couple of sbort-shanked, stout hooks, attached to about 
two yards of fine round gut (which I had dyed of a neutral tint) 
these latter for the purpose of fishing with the natural fly. 

At about eight o’cluck I begas my operation with a single artificial 
‘‘Drakes” attached to the stretcher, my basket slung across my 
shoulder, and landing-net in my left hund, So equipped | began, “oon 
amore;” presently there’s a eplash, a slight movement of my wrist causes 
the hook to take a firm hold, and five minutes after a spotted captive lies 
gasping on the green sward; there’s another and another splash. and 
avother and another specimen of the Salmo Fareo testifies to my pisca- 
torial skill. Thus te hours flew by, until the sun shone £0 bright and hot 
that the fish stopped rising; eo I sat down on the bank, apd reckoned 
my fish, which I found amounted to 23 trout, and a coupls of jacks, the 
trout varying in size from 4]b, to near 3lbs. Having returned my 
captures to the basket, and refreshed the inward man, I procured some 
natural “ green Drakes,” as the day was now so bright that I knew 
*twould only be losing time to continue the artificial, eo having 
attached the tackle used with the natural fly, and having passed the 
hook through two very tempting-lookivg flies, I went cautiously along 
the bank until I came to an overhanging busb, behind which bush 1 
had already known a big trout used to lurk, so letting the flies out of 
my hand, and leaving them dangling over the spot for a minute, I was 
letting them drop gradually to the surface of the water, but before 
they (the flies) were within half a foot of it, there was a most terrific 
splash behind the bush; I strike, and avay goes the big trout, while my 
line returns minus the stretcher and hook, which is fast in the mouth 
of the big treut. Disappointedand angry, I put on another tackle, and 
went to try some more of my favorite spots, as I knew ’twas useless to 
try for the “ big un” that day, although I resolved, as Rooney would 
say, to ‘nail him yet.” The day wore on, and at the closeI found that 
I had 29 trout, 4 jacks, and a perch, not bad sport For the rest of that 
week the water was too low and the days too bright, and that was the 
last day I went out in May. 

June —The fish all began to go into the deep water and holes, and 
owing to having some business to arrange, I did not go out till the 5th, 
when I made a basket of 13, with the ‘green Drake.” ‘The river was 
now shallow, and having made an appointment with Rooney, we drove 
off several miles on the morning of Friday, 8th of June, to B—— river, 
a small, rapid stream, from which we often before made a full basket. 
When we got there, the water, however, was very low, and conse- 
quently we did not succeed well; what we did kill wers in splendid 
condition, and showed first-rate play (the killing flies, yellow May and 
green Grouse). On the 9th, 12th, and 14th I was out, and had fair 
sport. The latter day I was at B—— river again, and had better luck 
ies on the 8th. Rain fell this day (14th) and the night before; but 
on the morning of the 16th the waters were in good order, and I had a 

and day with the grouse and cow-dung, in the G——h river. I 

ost a “ big un” this day, owing to the line breaking. On 19th, ‘21st, 
23rd and 27th insts. made fair catches with the ‘* Grouse,” “green 
Drake,” and blue and orange; this was the last day out in June. 

July.—The evening was the only time TI gota trout during this 
month, and in fact the fishing was getting worse every dav from this 
out ; so I will only say that I had an occasional fair eveving’s sport. 
Let me inform you, however, that on the 23rd July I successfully 
landed the ‘* big un,” that broke my line behind the bush on Monday 
28th May; he weighed 5lbs. 100z. The trout now began to get out 
of season, avd although I was out an occasional time in August, killed 
nothing worth recording; avd now, I have waded through the en- 
tire season, up to the time when I began to go on the moor to learn the 
whereabouts of the grouse. As this, however, is only an article on 
mene subjects, I will not say anything on the subject of shooting,

1t is an amusing piece, 
thoroughly well adapted for its purpose. In the matter of story (which, 
of course, is taken from Scott's poem). it is rather weak; but it is full 
of fun, and neatly written into thebargain. Besides many good puns, 
there are not a few thoroaghly witty lines, and the parodles are 
decidedly above the average. Lhe acting ir, upon the whole, smart and 
effective. With a litile more practice doubtless the author will have 
greater justice done him. Miss M. Oliver was visibly oppressed by 
managerial cares, and the nervousness and excitement consequent upon 
her several really tremendous ‘receptions ;” but not even this could 
detract from her assumption of the part of the Lady Ellen to the extent 
of rendering it aught but a most charming impersonation. Miss’ Ada 
Taylor played Roderick Dhu with much spirit and infinite dramatio 
effect. Miss Rosina Ranoe acted very neatly and sung most charmingly 
ag James V. Miss H. Lindley was a very handsome but @ rather 
phlegmatic Malcolm Graeme. Mr. E. Danvers was clever, but laboured 
as Blanshe, ‘‘the forsaken one” of Roderick Dhu, His dancing too, 
though exceedingly good, has nothing of burlesque in it, Mr, J. 
Russell was admirably made up as the Douglas, and played the part 
with commendable spirit, but much more might have been made of so 
showy and otherwise well endowed a part. Mr. W. H. Stephens 
was excellent in Mac Howler, “The Family Bard,” being 
fully equal to the humour of the character. A word of praise 
is also due to Miss Annie Bourke for her very neat impersonation 
of Malise, Roderick’s henchman, Mr.  Cuthbert’s scenery 
is beautiful, Mr. Herman’s music up to the mark, and 
the dresses at once gorgeous and excellently characteristic. 
Another thing that favourably distinguishes this burlesque 
is that the dances are neither so wearisomely frequent nor 
ao outrageously “loud.” Tho ‘break-down” is not indulged in to 
the extent of raising little clouds of dust on the stage. The piece was 
well-received throughout, the encores being numerous, and at the 
close the applause was loud and general. Then set in the calls 
before the curtain, First, of course, came Miss Oliver; then the 
author; then, one after the other, the remainder of the principal 
performers ; and then Miss Oliver again, This time the lady's 
emotion found vent in a little speech. The chief characteristic of the 
speech was nervousness, and that spoke, through the eyes, and ‘haviour 
of the visage generally, to say nothing of the silvery voice, most 
eloquently. It expressed thanks, and gratification, and resolutions for 
endeavouring to please in the future, much better than words could— 
though there were words besides. The author of the burlesque modestly 
iubs it “ephemeral.”

When the 
Commissary found out that the men in ‘question had been there, he 
Severely reprimanded the master and mistress of the house, and thoy, 
to’ excuse themselves, threw all the blame upon their daughter, and 
authorised the commissary to ‘‘give her a lesson,” or, as it is vulgarly 
Said, to “frighten her.”

EXCITING AFFAIR. ~ 

While the French prisoner Lamiraude was being conveyed from 
Liverpool to Paris, in charge of Superintendent Carlisle, Inspector 
Melin (of the French police), and the Canadian detective Spilling, an 
exciting incident occurred. When the train arrived at Camden Town 
station, London, the compartment in which the prisoner and the 
officers were seated was entered by a London gentleman, “ Jearned in 
the law,” and by four Frenchmen, The Frenchmen were armed with 
sticks, and upon taking their seats abruptly inquired who was Carlisle 
and who was Lamiraude. Superintendent Carlisle asked what might 
be their business, but the Frenchmen declined to be communicative. 
Carlisle ordered them to leave the carriage, but they persisted in keep- 
ing their seats until the arrival of the train at Euston-square station. 
On the way, the Frenchmen said they would not allow the officers in 
charge of Lamiraude to proceed further, as he (Lamiraude) had been 
arrested without a warrant, and was therefore illegally detained. The 
prisoner, however, was removed to a hackney carriage, after consids- 
rable opposition on the part of the Frenchmen, who attempted to enter 
the conveyance. They were unsuccessful, however, and the carriage 
was driven to an hotel, whither the prisoner was followed in a cab by 
the Frenchmen and the solicitor. Upon overtaking the vehicle in which 
Lamiraude rode the Frenchmen expressed a desire to speak with the 
prisoner, but Superintendent Oarlisle entered his protest. He informed 
the solicitor that the documents for the extradition of Lamiraude were 
genuine, and that his (the solicitor’s) interference was illegal. The 
legal gentleman then stated that he had been to the Home aud Foreign 
Offices, but that the officials there declined all interference. The 
Frenchmen now prepared to take their leave, but observed before 
going that they had come prepared for a ‘rough or smooth.” The 
“ gmooth,” however, prevailed, and they allowed the unlucky Lami- 
raude to proceed on his eventful journey, 


AN ASYLUM FOR WORN-OUT RACE-HORSES. 

The Morning Post writes on behalf of the race-horse, and asks 
whether it would be Utopian to suggest that those who are so interested 
in that great institution of ours might well bestow a small fraction of 
their gains in establishing an asylum for him in cage of being disabled 
by accident or old age? Is not a great horse like a great singer, or a 
great general, or a great dancer, or a great conqueror or statesman, ‘or 
a great preacher—that is, in the sense that he is almost unique ; for 
if there were many competitors and rivals he would cease tc be more 
than.one of a class averaging about the same throughout? If this is 
not 80, why do we make so much of the equine'institution ? Is there 
a sipger, or a general, or any number of singers or generals, or other 
human celebrities, who would craw such a crowd of spectators as the 
horse draws on Epsom Downs every year? Do singers or actors, 
however great, make more money for those who farm their faculties 
and gifts than the race-horse? But while the first-rate actor or singer, 
and the rest, are making their own fortunes—and if they do not make 
very large ones it must be greatly their own fault—the horse has no 
power of providing, under the very imperfect institutions of society, 
for his old age, or against disablement by accident. Why should not 
a certain small proportionate fraction be set apart out of the winnings 
of the race-horse to make a common fund for his support in sicknes; 
and the decrepitude of old age? ° 


A STRANGE STORY. 

A singular instance of the effect of lightning occurred at Whalley

The impression of the tree was reproduced in a less 
determined form on the lad’s right side—that which it would seem had 
been less exposed to the power of the lightning; but both pictures 
graduated from the knee, terminating and joining at the apex of the 
chest.

BRUTAL OUTRAGES ON CHILDREN 1N THE NORTH 
OF ENGLAND, 


The Newcastle Chronicle reports a most shocking case which was the 
subject of investigation by the Castle Eden Bench of Magistrates last 
week, A young man named Robert Hudson, 19 years of age, belong- 
ing to Guisborough, was charzed with the twofold offence of attempting 
to commit an indecent assault on the person of Penelope Miller, aged 
13, daughter of the landlord of the Black Hall Rocks, near Castle 
Eden, and with committing a rape on the person of Isabella Jeffrey, 11 
years of age, the daughter of a coastguardsman stationed at the Hive, 
situate midway between Hawthorne Castle and Seaham Harbour, both 
in the samo day. It appeared from the evidence that, on the 23rd ult., 
the little girl Isabella Jeffrey was playing with her brothor, who was 
four years of age, on the banks near to the sea shore at the coastguard 
station at Hive, andthe prisoner, who wag on tramp from Seaham 
Harbour to Hartlepool, came up to her, He never spoke a word, but 
put his arm round her waist, and threw her down. She was only & 
delicate girl, and was unable to offer much resistance; however, sie 
screamed and resisted as much ag her constitution would 
allow her. Tho prisoner was most violent with her, and 
effected bis purpose after the most brutal treatment of his 
helpless victim. Tho dastardly scoundrel, not content with 
this got hold ot the little girl by the arm and _ leg, and 
dragging her several yards to the top of the cliffa, threatened to pitch 
her over if she did not desist crying, The little consciousness sho had 
left caused her to accede to his demand, and then the villain ran away. 
A gentleman named Meynell went in pursuit until] he came to near 
Black Hall Rocks, distance of three miles, There he met a farm 
servant, and inquired if a person answering the description of the 
prisoner had passed. He was answered in the affirmative. While the 
conversation was going On, they heard the gcreams of a girl » short 
distance off. They proceeded in the direction, and found the same 
individual was attempting a similar offence to that which he had 
committed an hour before on Mr. Miller's daughter, of Black Hall 
Rocks. He ran away on seeing the gentleman coming up, but was 
captured in a corn-field and given into custody, It seems he had gone 
up to Miss Miller, who is a girl 13 yearg of age, struck her in the 
breast with one arm, and with the other caught her leg and threw her 
down, She wasa strong girl and resisted very much ; and finding he 
could not accomplish his object with her he siruck her a violent blow 
over the mouth and split open her lips.

Fifteen million pins are said to be daily called for in this 
country, for which 2,727 lb. of brass wire is consumed. Some idea of 
the consumption of brass wire in the maiufacture of pins may bo 
gathered from the fact that one firm in Birmingham consumes 150 tons 
per annum, or 336,000 Ibs. 

The Zimes, in a leader on Mr. Gladstone’s speech at Salis- 
bury, asserts that a well-considered and comprehevsive measure of 
Parliamentary reform could be carried without any material difficulcy. 
and declares that the sooner it is carried the better will it be for all 
material interests together. 


On the 28th ult. a destructive fire occurred at the town of 
Dardanelles; 441 houses, 139 shops and stores, three mosques, ore 
khan, and a public bath were burned.

He 
was immediately taken to the Charing-cross Hospital, but not the 
tlightest hopes are entertained of his recovery. 

As the train was conveying the Prince and Princess of 
Wales to tne North, about a fortnight ago, a pitman at Usworth, near 
Newcastle, was crossing the line, and he was killed. His widow, who 
lives at Uswick, has just received from his Royal Highness » sum of 
£100, as some compensation for her bereavement.

Communications have been received from Bradford, 
Halifax, Huddersfield, and other towns in favour of such a 
demonstration. 


In Switzerland the season has beén most unsatisfactory 
both for tourists and hotel keepers. The war at first kept many persons 
at home, and when that finished the increasing stream of tourists was 
met with such a counter ourrent of rain that many returned or diverged 
in quest of less pluvious latitudes, 

A midshipman belonging to H.M.S. Victoria, moored in 
the roadstead of Zante, being recently on shore and having lost himself 
in the night, applied to a police agent to guide him tothe shore. The 
man, instead of doing so, led him into an ambush, where he was robbed ; 
fortunately he had not much money about him. Among the thieves 
were two other members of the police force. 


“Two young priests,” says the Vigie de Cherbourg, “one 
the vicar of a parish in the neighbourhood of that town, the other a 
tutor in a respectable family. attracted a large mob on Thursday night 
by appearing in the Place d’Armes in a state of complete intoxication. 
Some good Samaritan took pity on them, and took them to an hotel out 
of the jeers of the crowd.” 

On Saturday morning Mr. Lewis Broadbent, a young gen- 
tleman only eighteen years of aze, who held a situation in the depart- 
ment of the registrar of births, marriages, acd deaths, at Somerset 
House, on going up to his office about ten minutes after ten, suddenly 
fell dead into the arms of another gentleman named Kew, who was also 
proceeding to his duties. 

On Tuesday last, the 13th Hussars, under the command of 
Lieutenant-Colonel Jenyns, ©.B., arrived at Liverpool from York, and 
at once commenced embarking on board the Cunard steamer, Tarifa, 
which will probably sail this morning for Canada, Other troops 
follow to-day, and will embark on board the Cunard steamer Europa, 
and the Allan steamer Damascus. 


The Welsh National Eisteddfod was brought to a close 
at Chester, on Friday. Notwithstanding most unfavourable weather, 
the festival sppeats to have been a successful one, and is especially 
notable as having been marked by several new features of a more 
practically useful kind than those that have ordinarily characterised 
these gatherings. 

The census of 1861 revealed the curious fact that in the 
whole south-west of Ireland there were but two Jews. “One of these 
ancient people abede in Munster, and the other in Connaught, so that 
they sufficed between them for a population of uearly three millions, 
In the metropolitan districts of Leinster 200 Jews were found, and a 
Jewish colony had settled about Be)fast. 


Last week the crew of a Harwich fishing smack captured a 
noble royal sturgeon within a few iniles of the shore. It was found to 
be of the extraordinary length of 12ft 2in, girth 40 inches, and entire 
weight 156lb, This superb fish was forwarded to Mr, Smithers, of 
Duke-street, London-bridge, where it has been exhibited during the 
past two days, attracting a vast number of spectators. 


The standing army of Sweden, which hitherto consisted of 
about 50,000 men, is to be exutirely reorganised, in order to inorease its 
effective strength. Switzerland is also about to introduce a reorgani- 
sation into her army; Austria is already engaged on asimilar task; 
and part of the French press urges a reorganisation of an army which 
has hitherto been regarded almost as a model for that of other nations. 


A report reached Dublin on Friday evening that a melan- 
choly accident, involving the loss of no fewer than five persons, had 
occurred in the course of the day at Donebate. It appears that a 
number of men were sent to clear a tank, and that, either through 
drowning, or suffocation from foul air, five of the unfortunate men lost 
their lives, whilea sixth is represented to be in a precarious position. 


The Advertiser believes that the Rev. Leicester Lyne, 
known as Father Ignatius, is to be ordained as a priest of the Church 
of England, the Primate and the Bishop of London having, it is re- 
ported, agreed tosuch a step, under certain conditions on the reverend 
Father's part. Mr. Lyne will, in all likelihood, commence his priestly 
labours in the poorer ueighbourhoods of Shoreditch. 


The entrance of the army into Berlin is postponed until 
the 20th. The troops who will march into this town, and be féted 
here on that day and the succeeding, will be composed of the corps of 
the Guards and the greater part of the 3rd corps d'armee, and will form 
a force of about 50,000 men,

Early on Tuesday morning an extensive conflagration, 
resulting in the destruction of valuable property, variously estimated 
at from £100,000 to £200,000, occurred at the Haydon Square Railway 
Goods Station of the London and North-Western Railway Company in 
the Minories.
